Harvard, which failed 
sometime 


ago. 


Knute C. Engen, a son of Knud- 


son, brought an action to cancel 
the conveyance Judge L. S. Has- 
tings of the District court held 
that the failure of Knudson's wife 
to join in the deed invalidated it 
because it was a homestead. On 
appeal the Supreme court of Ne- 
braska, reversed Judge Hastings 
and held that under the treaty 
which the United States has with 
Norway, Knudson was entitled to 
convey the property. 


The Supreme court of the United 
States entertained jurisdiction be- 
cause it involved the treaty with 
Norway and held that when Knud- 
son selected his homestead he did 
so under the advantages of Ne- 
braska law and that if he had a 
right to establish a homestead, 
then he took it with the restric- 
tions which ope*ated upon every 
citizen of Nebraska who owned a 
homestead, and a signature of 
whose wife is necessary to legally 
'convey a homestead under Ne- 
braska law.

SCORES KILLED 


IN BURMA RIOTS 


Sixty Natives Meet Death 


And Hospitals Filled 


With Wounded. 


Police Fire On Moslems 


At Bombay, Killing 3 
and Injuring Many. 


DEATH TOLL MOUNTS. 


RANGOON, India, May 27— 


(A. P.)—Sixty deaths were re- 
ported officially tonight in two 
days of disorders attending a 
dock strike in this Burman cap- 
ital. 


Many more are •believed to 


have been killed in the rioting 
between 
Burmese coolies and 


Hindus, with whom tht- police 
have been battling unceasingly 
since yesterday morning. 


The streets tonight were de- 


serted except for police and the 
contending factions. 


RANGOON, Burma, India, May 


27—(&)—Rioting continued here to- 
day in the face of the strictest po- 
lice regulations. With sixty natives 
killed and 740 treated for wounas 
in the hospitals, the situation was 
regarded as critical. 
An official report of the casual- 
ties, not counting those of today. 
Indicated that 740 had been treated 
In hospitals, including twenty-two 
for gun shot wounds. These figures, 
It wss emphasized, did not include 
persons who had received treatment 
at the scene of the note on the 
waterfront, and did not include to- 
day's figures. 


All doctors and nurses in Ran- 
goon today were requisitioned by 
the government for special duty at 
the hospitals, which were filled to 
overflowing with victims of the dis- 
orders. The inspector general of 
civil hospital* took personal com- 
mand of the relief work. 


Scores Are Stabbed. 


The natives, nearly all of whom 
it appeared were armed, wielded 
daggers with such telling effect that 
the number treated for lacerations 
far exceeded that of the firing by 
police, or those belabored 
with 
staves. 


The center of the conflict was be- 
tween Burmans and Hindus. 


Many cf the injured had retreat- 
ed to hiding places among the 
wharves and in boats. Assembly of 
more than four persons and carry- 
ing of weapons were forbidden. 
The outbreaks began early yes- 
terday 
when striking 
Burman 


coolies and their Andhras replace- 
ments clashed on the docks. The 
coctfies h* been on strik* without 
violence until the imported work- 
men appeared on the scene. 


Police Clash With Moslems. 


BOMBAY, May 
27—(/P)—Police 
suppressing 
renewed - attacks by 


Moselms in the Bhendi bazaar dis- 
trict, fired three times into the mob 
this forenoon, injuring seven Mos- 
lems. A police sergeant was acci- 
dentally shot in the arm and taken 
to a hospital- 
Total casualties thus far in the 
Bhendi bazaar 
rioting number 
three dead from gunshot wounds 
and fifty-three persons in hospitals 
with other injuries. 
The crowd persistently stoned the 
police and military. The situation 
not easing 
until midday, when 
prominent Moslem leaders visited 
the locality and succeeded in paci- 
fying the rioters. 
Their visit was the outcome of a 
call by a deputation on the police 
commissioner who agreed to with- 
draw military pickets from 
the 


thoroughfares into the police sta- 
tion compound.

It Is a trying and nervewracking position which the 


president finds himself ir. He would be perfectly 
justified In interpreting tie vote which placed him 
in the White House as a mandate to revise the tariff. 
The trouble arises as a result of congressional failure 
;to follow the specific pledge of the party's platform. 


I Actually congress proceeded to do the opposite of 
,what the president and the republican party prom- 
ised. Instead of limited revision, practically the en- 
tire bill, with its hundreds of schedules, was rewrit- 
ten. 


The criticism showered upon Mr. Hoover's head is 


due to the fact he seemingly made no effort to re- 
strain congress in its folly. Even those closest to the 
administration could not say whether the bill which 
;was taking form met with the president's approval. 
•His only reference to the tariff during the long 
'•months It was being drawn was couched in the most 
'general language. But Mr. Hoover was new to poll- 
tics, and his training in business did not help him. 
In the system with which ^ie was familiar formation 
of policies was equivalent to seeing them put into ef- 
fect. He did not realize it would be necessary to keep 
a close rein upon congress, and if reed arose use the 
whip unsparingly. His failure to sense that has got- 
ten him Into the greatest difficulty and may wreck 
his political fortunes. 


The Washington correspondent of The Kansas City 


Star is mild and cautious in describing the opposition 
which the Hawley-Smoot bill has stirred. Actually 
there hat never been such a wave of antagonism to 
any tariff bill. The advocates of low tariffs and the 
free traders have always joined hands in fighting 
high protection. 
But this attack comes not from 


them but from the industrialist, who always hereto- 
fore has strengthened the damani for a fcviff. The 
shift is due entirely to America's new interest in 
world trade. It is no longer the domestic market 
which the American manufacturer is engrossed with 
to the exclusion of everything else. He has been 
selling to the world, and has expanded his factory to 
a world basis. Now he finds this challenged, his 
sales abroad diminishing, and a spirit which has in- 
spired retaliatory measures further menacing him. 


The farmer, supposed to benefit i i the largest de- 


gree from the revised tariff law, has been indifferent 
if not actually hostile. The manufacturer has been 
sharply antagonistic. The consumer has been against 
tariff increases consistently because they increase liis 
cost of living. Whether Mr. Hoover will gamble his 
future by signing the bill remains to be answered but 


EDUCATION IN THE WEST. 


Press dispatches from the east report that Nelson 


Rockefeller, son of John D., Jr., while 
attending 


Dartmouth college, has been obtaining his r.ollege edu- 
cation more economically than the average student 
of moderate means. He will graduate next month. 
Records and estimates of his expenses show that he 
will complete his four-year course at an expenditure 
of less than $1,500 a year. 


To the easterner that may sound economical. To 


the Nebraskan acquainted with the 
scholastic ex- 


penses of students in this state, the figure sounds 
rather high. The student who. expends $1,500 an- 
nually in the University of Nebraska is in a relative- 
ly smell group ot students with considerable means 
back of them. 


Most students supported from home, who have all 


that they need for a comfortable Jiving and some 
of the extra opportunities that money can afford in 
a university, spend little if any over $1,000. By far 
the great bulk of the student body here spends con- 
siderably less than $1,000 annually per student. 


Few people realize the number of students who 


finance their clothes, books and equipment, board 
and room and what little'entertainment they can slip 
in, at a figure running but slightly over $500. It Is 
the students who have leisure and money who are 
represented as typical students. 
Those less sensa- 


tional students who comprise the great backbone of 
every university rarely are recognized as being the 
typical sector of student life.

A TREMENDOUS ECONOMIC WASTE. 


A billion dollars is an inconceivable vast amount of 


money. It is such a-tremendous sum that by its use 
the unemployment problem could be banished from 
the United States and distress eliminated from all 
of the homes of the land. Yet that is the amount 
the people of this country will be wasting on traffic 
accidents within the next two or three years if the 
present rate of increase is maintained. 


The committee in traffic accident statistics and na- 


tional street and highway safety reported in Wash- 
ington Monday that the estimated cost of motor ve- 
hicle traffic accidents for 1929 was $850,000,000, which 
is $350,000,000 greater than in 1923. With this rate 
of increase continued it must be but a short time un- 
til the cost reaches the billion dollar mark. And one 
of the bad features of the situation is that this tre- 
mendous bill is a tax against the whole people of the 
country. The careful and sane driver contributes his 
part in increased insurance rates and the general 
public pays because insurance bills are spread out as 
"overhead," no matter through whose hands the pre- 
mium check passes. Then, too, there are the owners 
of "junk cars," who carry no insurance, and who are 
responsible for as many accidents as are those who 
are adequately covered. 


According to the report there was an average of 


one death from traffic accidents every sixteen min- 
utes during the entire year, while durmg the twelve 
months 1,200,000 others were injured in such affairs. 
The number of deaths was 33,000. The death rate 
per hundred thousand has risen from 16 in 1920 to 
27.2 in 1929, and the report for the first four months 
of the current year indicate that it is still rising. 


It seems to have, been fully demonstrated that ar- 


guments and warnings are wasted upon speed fiends 
and reckless drivers, who are responsible for by far 
the greater number of traffic accidents. The only 
remedy is relentless prosecution of those found violat- 
ing any of the traffic laws. Last year the people of 
this country to effect burned up" $850,000,000. in ad- 
dition to killing 33,000 people and injuring 1,200,000. 


These things being true, it can be safely said that 


the regulation of traffic is the greatest problem con- 
fronting the American people today. 
There is but 


one way it can be solved. Arrest without fear or 
favor and prosecute to the limit, no-matter who the 
violator may be. If reason has no effect, fear of 
jail sentences may.

mobiolize doctors and supplant jails 
with 
hospitals. To 
the 
extent 
that the mental and the physical 
are closely allied, medical measures 


which relieve 
their interference 


with good behavior can be and have 
been adopted. 


Those cases, however, art only a 
iringe of the vast fabric of wrong- 
doing committed by those fully con- 
scious of their acts. Nor car right- 
doing be universally established by 
care for the body. If merit and de- 
merit are necessitarian, all moral 
values vanish and language will 
have to be recast.

The crltlcl.« !m showered upon Mr. Hoover’s head Is 
d ue to the fact he seemin gly mad e n o effort to re­ 
strain con greai In lt.s folly. Even those closest to the 
ad min istration could n ot say whether the bill which 
W'as takin g form met with thc presid en t's ai^roval. i 
His on ly referen ce to the tariff d urin g the lon g 
mon th.s it was bein g d rawn was couched in the most 
gen eral lan guage. But Mr. Hoover was n ew to poli­ 
tics. an d his train in g in busin ess d id n ot help him. 
In the system with which*he was familiar formation 
Of policies was equivalen t to seein g them put in to ef­ 
fect. He d id n ot realize it would be n ecessary to keep 
a close rein upon con gress, an d if n eed arose use the 
whip un simrln gly. His failure to sen se that has got­ 
ten him In to the greatest d ifficulty an d may wreck 
his political fortun es. 
The Washin gton « » rrespon d en t of The Kan sas CJlty 
Star is mild an d cautious in d escribin g the opposition 
which the Hawley-Smoot bill has stirred . 
Actually 
there ha.q n ever been such a wave of an tagon ism to 
an y tariff bill. The ad vocates of low tariffs an d the 
free trad ers have always Join ed han d s in 
fightin g 
high protection . 
But this attack comes n ot from 
them but from the in d ustrialist, who always hereto­ 
fore has stren gthen ed the d eman d for 
a ti» lff. The 
shift is d ue en tirely to America’s n ew 
in terest 
in 
world trad e. It is n o lon ger the d omestic market 
which the American man ufacturer is en grassed with 
to the exclusion of everythin g else. 
He has been 
sellin g to the world , an d has ex]xin d ed his factory to 
a world basis. Now he fin d s this challen ged , his 
sales abroad d imin ishin g, an d a spirit which has in ­ 
spired retaliatory measures further men acin g him. 
The farmer, supposed to ben efit in the largest d e­ 
gree from the revised tariff law, has been in d ifferen t 
if n ot actually hostile. TTie man ufacturer has been 
sharply an tagon istic. The con sumer has been again st 
tariff in creases con sisten tly because they in crease his 
cost of livin g. Vihether Mr. Hoover will gamble his 
future by sign in g the bill remain s to be an swered but 
if he d oes it will be the greatest sportin g chan ce a 
presid en t has taken in man y years. 


EDUCATION IN THE WEST. 
Press d i.spatches from the east report tfiat Nelson 
Rockefeller, son of John D.. Jr., 
whll# 
atten d in g 
Dartmouth college, has been tAtaln ln g hli r.ollega ed u­ 
cation more econ omically than the average stud en t 
of mod erate mean s. 
He will grad uate n ext mon th. 
Record s an d estimates of his expen ses show that he 
will complete his four-year course at an expen d iture 
of less than $ 1,500 a year. 
To the eastern er that may soun d econ omical. To 
the Nebraskan acquain ted with 
the 
scholastic ex­ 
pen ses of stud en ts in this state, the figure soun d s 
rather high. The stud en t who expen d s $ 1,500 an ­ 
n ually In the Un iversity of Nebraska is in a relative­ 
ly small group ot stud en ts with con sid erable mean s 
back of them. 
Most stud en ts supported from home, who have all 
that they n eed for a comfortable livin g an d some 
of the extra opportun ities that mon ey can afford in 
a uBlverslty, spen d little If an y over $ 1,000. By far 
the great bulk of the stud en t bod y here spen d s con ­ 
sid erably less than $ 1,000 an n ually per stud en t. 
Pew people realize the n umber of stud en ts who 
fin an ce their clothes, books an d equipmen t, board 
an d room an d what little en tertain men t they can slip 
in . at a figure run n in g but slightly over $ 500. It is 
the stucten ts who have leisure an d mon ey who are 
represen ted as typical stud en ts. 
ThiMe less sen sa­ 
tion al stud en ts who comprise the great Imckbon e of 
every un iversity rarely are recogn ized as bein g the 
typical sector of stud en t life. Nebraskan s may regard 
with favor the situation at the ed ucation al in stltu- 
tlon .s of this state which permit stud en ts with little 
fin an cial backin g to have the opportun ities that would 
be purchased at a d ear price in the east. 


A TREMENDOUS ECONOMIC WASTE. 
A billion d ollars is an in con ceivable vast amoun t of 
mon ey. It is such a tremen d ous sum that by its use 
the un employmen t problem could be ban ished from 
the Un ited States an d d istress elimin ated from all 
of the homes of the lan d . Yet that Is the amoun t 
the people of this coun try will be waitin g on traffic 
accid en ts within the n ext two or three years If the 
presen t rate of In crease Is main tain ed . 
The committee In traffic accid en t statistics an d n a­ 
tion al street an d highway safety reported in Wash­ 
in gton Mon d ay that the estimated cost of motor ve­ 
hicle traffic accid en ts for 1929 was $ 850.000.000. which 
is $ 350,000,000 greater than in 1923. 
With this rate 
of in crease con tin ued It must be but a short time un ­ 
til the cost reaches the billion d ollar mark. An d on e 
of the bad features of the situation Is that this tre­ 
men d ous bill is a tax again st the whole people of the 
coun try. The careful an d san e d river con tributes hla 
part in in creased in suran ce rates an d the gen eral 
public pays because in suran ce bills are spread out as 
“overhead ,” n o matter through whose han d s the pre­ 
mium check passes. Then , too. there are the own ers 
of "jun k cars,” who carry n o in suran ce, an d who are 
respon sible for as man y accid en ts as are those who 
are ad equately covered . 
Accord in g to the report there was an average of 
on e d eath from traffic accid en ts every sixteen min ­ 
utes d urin g the en tire year, while d urfbg the twelve 
mon ths 1,200,000 others were In jured in such affairs. 
The n umber of d eaths was 33,000. 
The d eath rate 
per hun d red thousan d has risen from 16 in 1920 to 
27.2 in 1929, an d the report for the first four mon ths 
of the curren t year in d icate that it is still risin g. 
It seems to have been fully d emon strated that ar­ 
gumen ts an d warn in gs are wasted upon speed fien d s 
an d reckless d rivers, who are resptmslble for by far 
the greater n umber of traffic accid en ts. 
The on ly 
remed y is relen tless twosecution of those foun d violat­ 
in g an y of the traffic laws. Last year the people of 
this coun try in effect burn ed up $ 850,000,000. in ad ­ 
d ition to killin g 33,000 people an d In jurin g 1,200.000. 
These thin gs bein g true, it can be safely said that 
the regulation of traffic is the greatest problem con ­ 
fron tin g the American people tod ay. 
There is but 
on e way it can be solved . 
Arrest without fear or 
favor an d prosecute to the limit, n o matter who the 
violator may be. 
If reason has n o effect, fear of 
Jail sen ten ces may. 


COMMERCIAL FISHING AND SPORT. 
Nebraska’s fish an d game laws, like those of most 
other states, were mad e for the purpose of protectin g 
wild an d aquatic life from wholesale d estruction so 
that its people might en joy hun tin g an d fishin g as 
recreation al pastimes. With this as the main object 
in view, it is n ot surprisin g that some of the legisla­ 
tion en acted has been d etrimen tal to person s livin g 
alon g the Missouri river who are en gaged in fishin g 
as a mean s of livelihood . 
The protest of these flshern Mn again st some of the 
presen t restriction s upon their occupation is n ow to 
receive atten ticm from the state game an d park board , i 
That bod y will have to in vestigate an d d ecid e wheUi- 
er it is ieaslble to d raw a lin e between commercial 
fishin g in such a large stream as the Big Mud d y an d 
fishin g lor sport therein an d in other waters. 
If the Missoiu-l can be d rawn upon as a source of 
food supply for the people of Nebraska, without tak­ 
in g away the piscatorial opportun ities of those who 
fish on ly f6r pleasure, some ad justmen t should an d 
d oubtless will be mad e to ultilize that con tribution to 
their d iet. So lon g as fish are bein g shipped in from 
great d istan ces an d Mid here, an y practicable mean s 
of d evelopin g a home supply ought to receive en ­ 
couragemen t from the state. 
It will, of course, be born e in min d that Nebraska’s 
streams which empty In to the Missouri river are d e­ 
pen d en t upon it for season al migration s of fish to re­ 
plen ish their stocks. 
No operation s that In terfere 
with the movemen t of the fin n y creatures Journ ey­ 
in g up in to these streams from the larger chan n el, 
such as stretchin g n ets Mro&s the mouths of the 
tributaries, should be permitted , l^n that respect, the 
in terest of Nebraskan s is altogether on the sid e of 
strict en forcemen t ol the presen t laws. 
But if some 
arran gemen t can 
be en tered in to 
whereby the profession al 
fishermen 
will 
con fin e 
themselves to the Missouri river itself an d n ot en ­ 
croach upon the rights of the people gen erally, pub­ 
lic opin ion will un d oubted ly 
a p p ro ve 
it. Sin ce Iowa, 
Missouri, an d other states are rather liberal in allow­ 
in g fish to be taken in that river, Nebraska can n ot 
afford to be too strict with its own citizen s who seek 
to make their livin g from it. 
If the fish are n ot caught in that portion of the 
stream which bord ers Nebraska, they are likely to be 
taken alon g the opposite sid e or a couple of hun d red 
miles up or d own stream. They can ’t be roun d ed up 
Uke cattle an d d riven In to this state’s own streams 
such as the Platte, the Niobrara, the two Nemahas, 
or an y of the smaller waterways that empty in to the 
Missouri. 
Nebraska n eed s a commercial fishin g in d ustry, an d 
IR ibomR y ean th* legislaturt has eoigipurag^ its
